The Atlantieo Telegraph—Iits Monopoly

Lord Derby, st the Lord Mayor's banquet on
the 9ih, sald that he regarded thy completion ol
the Atlantic telegraph ns “‘another prool that
England was mistress of the sen.” Precisely in
what sense he desired this phrase to be under®
stood remalns to be seen. It may have been
simply a graceiul pleasantty, Implying that
Epgland, by completing the cable, had proved
hemsell able 1o cope with all the dangers and hos-
tilities of the doep, But it may also ilmply—
what 18 much more important—that by controting
(he use of the coble Evgland will make herself
“mistress of the sea,” and defy rivalry or sue-
ceseful resistance,

Both ends of the cable are on English sol

and under Englsh jurlsdiction. Jn tie even
of war with tus country, no one can doub
that England would monopolize the use 00 it —
indeeq, any use that could be made of it would
be wholly Tor her advantage. Our Government
would not be al'owed to ooncert with Couti-
aental powers, or with oor agents at Conti
aental courts, mepsures of war agalnst Engisud
over the lipe, nur could we wée it to expedite or
direct the movemenis of our war vessels aa ftor-
cign pons. T'he British Government, on the
other hand, could communleate freely und
wourly wich her fleels on thss fide, and with
ner meents and  representutives in Brifish
Americn. Whatever facilities the A'lantie tele-
graph ean give in time of war would iuure ex-
clusively to the beneflt of Enegland, In that
sonse and in that way the British Prime Ministor
may well regard the eable as making Eoglund
more than ever “migtress of the sea,”
» We have not fuled to point out this result
from the time the cable enterprise was first
projected, We urged the importance ol having
one end o! it on American 80:l and under Amer-
can contrel, and ot having so much ol American
capitel embarked in it as would give u= g voice
In Its control, Neither has been done—perhaps
both suggestions were impracuecable. The cable
i, to all intents and purposes, though largely
indebted 1o Awerican encrgy and enterprise (or
its completion, an Bng'ish work, Both ends of
it rest on British soil und are subject to British
autbority. It isowned substautially by Enelish
capitalists, who tix the tarifl, and control its
working in all respects, And, what is also 1m-
portant, the English Company which owns
the ocable, owns nlso the only steamer ever
puilt capable of Inying down o cable across the
Atlantic,

It can scarcely be expecled that we should
regard such a state of things with permanent
satifaciion. The absglute monopoly of tele-
graphle communicatién with this continent
nvolves a power more vast and terrible than
Laa eyer been enjoved by any nation in the
world, What should we say il every letter or
written message which passed between this
continent and Burope, must pass through the
bands and under the inspection of the Govern-
ment or supjects of Great Britain? Yet this
monopoly, to all practical intents, is fully
equivalent to that,

his atate of things demands & remoedy—
which it 18 not quite easy at once to find,
Treaties, guaranteeing the neutrahity of the
cable in bime of war, would be worthless, be-
cause the execution of them would be whoily In
the hands of one purty, and all treaties, more-
over, are nprogated by war. We micht as well
expect the English navy to remain neutral, in
case of war with us, a8 the Epglish Atluntic
Cable, The conatruction of new [ines seems to
offer the only solution 1o the difficalty. The
Russian line when completed will afford a pur-
tinl remedy, but the route Is too circuitous, and
the operacion of the line will be oven to too
muny contingencics, The French Government
is inferested, as we are, in preventing an abso-
lute monopuly of the Atlantic for telegraphic
purposes by England, or any other siugle
power, Spain has indicated a purpose to con-
struct & line by way of Caba, and the aid of
Uongress has been invoked by the company
engaged in the work, f

The whole subject demands the attention of
our Government, It ought to have had it long
2o, We shouid mot bave been content with
cocouraging and aiding the completion of the
cable: we ghould have also taken care to pre-
vent ite falline wholly a8 & weapon of hostility
into the hunds of the power which will alwags
strugele to be “'mistress of the sea” Toat op-
portunity has been lost, But we owe It to
ourselves to remedy the evil as speedily und
effectually as posgible, Congress might very
well appoint & commission or a eommittes for
4 caretul investigation of the sabject,

When Did the Rebellion Eund ?
From the Tyibune.

In the United States District Court in the
State of Delaware, o deoision Las been rendered
by Judae Hall, releasing from lmprisonment
Fort Delawure four persons, who hal besn
arrested, tried, and convicted by the milltary
suthorities of the Unlted States in Soulh Caro-
lina, in December, 1866, The prisoners had been
found guilty belore a court-marusl, of which
Gencral Devers wos President, of having volun-
tarily sided in the assaullt made on the United
State troops stationed at Brown's Ferry, SBouth
Carolina, in October, 1866,

Judee Hall oriered the discharge of the
prisoners on a writ of habers corpas, on the
ground that the Muitary Commission was with-
out jurisdiction in the case; dezlaring it us his
opluion, that the Bevellion uas ceased in Aoril,
1865; und, wasmuch g@s the President’s proocla-
mation, issued m June, appointing u Provisionnl
Governor lor Sou'h Carolng, ordered *‘the Dis-
trict Judge for the d stricy in which that State
182 incluged, to proceed to hold courts,” the
State was in the exere go of all tt2 civil tunetions
betore the issumg of the order for Lhe orgaoiza-
tion of the Commission by which the prisosers
hud been tried and condemned. The poin & ol
groatest interest in the decision of Juitge
Hall are, that the Rebellion had ceased and the
suthorivy of the United sStates was @ kuoow-
ledged in SBouth Carolina in April, 136,; and
that, atter the appointment of a Provisipual
Governor for auy Binte by the Presideat, the
militury forces of the United States were with
out unthority to arrest aud try yersovs belore
milhitary commissions, The practice ot th: Gov-
ernmeni officers in all the Southern Btates
durineg the past year and a hal', both uader the
Freedman's Bureau bill nud General Grant's
order, are decidedly agaiost the position taken
by the Delaware Judge.
